An extraordinary meeting of shareholders was

THE FIMNCIAL STATEMENT. ■ 



Mr Vogel delivered his Statement on July 
21. Wei give one or two extracts from the 
telegraphic summary of it : — 

Mr Vogel said that the Statement would 
not only. bo shorter than usual, but it would 
be unprecedented on account of the prosperity 
which it evidenced. The Statement was 
made at an earlier period than liad been cus- 
tomary, a result for which ha was indebted 
to the untiring exertions of tho Treasury 
officials in preparing the accounts last year, 
It was .anticip.ated that the .actual results 
■of 1872-73 would le.avo a surplus of L.3800 
with which to begin the year, but it proved 
that there was a difl'erence of L.COOO as com- 
pared with what was anticipated. This arose 
parti}' from some assets not being realised ; 
the result being that instead of a surplus of 
L 3800 there wiis a deficiency of between 
L.2100 and L, 2200. 

The -aggregate amount of the public debt 
after deducting sinking fund accrued, was 
L.12, 500,000, and the annual charge was 
L.777,000, of whicli L. 554,000 had to Repaid 
by the Colony, and L.223,000 by the Pro- 
vinces. ‘After explaining the position of the 
various loan accounts, Mr Vogel refeiwed to 
the Land Fund. This, he said, slinwed a re- 
markable progressive increase. During the 
year 1869-70 tho receipts, exclusive of gold 
revenue, were L, 200, 000 ; 1870-71, L,20S,000; 

1871- 72, L 326,000 ; 1872-73, L.332.642 ; 
1873-74, L. 1,038,000, Tho Post Office Sav- 
ings Bank account showed an increase of de- 
posits of L. 137,000. The total deposits in 
these Banks being now L.G82,000. The re- 
venue of the past year exceeded that of 

1872- 73 by L. 300, 000, .and exceeded the esti- 
mated amount by L. 239, 000. This result 
w.as very large when the proportion it bore 
to -the whole amount of revenue was oon- 
sidcred-. 

Passing on to the expenditure for the cur- 
rent year 1874-75, he said that the essential 
iminciple of this Budget was different from 
that of any previous one— its great object 
being tn prevent the Government recruiting 
revenues by resort to borrowed moneys. In 
fact, the pre.sent Budget had for its object to 
i‘elieve loans at the expense of consolidated 
revenue. He proposed this year, to t.ake 
over and to charge upon consolidated revenue 
all the Cost of interest, inchisive nf interest 
upon works in course of construction, for 
which other provision had been made. He 
proposed, also, to bear on tho consolidated 
reventie half of the defence expenditure, and 
half the amount to be paid as subsidies to 
Road Boards. Further, he proposed to pay 
off an additional L, 100,000 of Treasurv Bills. 

: The !')ntaL revenue for the year, estimated 
with ibo-1b ‘ aiion, was L. 1,493,039. Adding 
to this the surplus with which the year was 
commenced, there would he a total of 
L, 1,704,009, and deducting the’ total expon- 
ditui’C, there would be a surplus of L.66,000. 
It must be remembered, however, that that 
surplus was liable to be largely trencJied upon 
by Supplementary Estimates. 

In conclusion, .tlr Vogel urged that while 
the country was confidently pursuing its 
policy of progress, they should wisely hus- 
band its strength, and not have larger re- 
source to borrowing tli.au w.as absolutely nece- 
sary for carrying out the policies which tlie 
Houss'and the people had adopted. 



PARLIAMENTARY lElESRAMS. 

On the motion for the second reading nf 
the Marriage Law Ameudmeiit Bill, in the 
Legislative Council, the members seemed to 
show considerable apprehension as to the 
possible effects ‘on the morality of tho people 
if the Bill [lassed. — Dr Pollen put a question 
its to whctlier there was atiy scandal which it 
was intended to cr'ver ; and Mr Waterliousc’s 
answer was an indignant " No.” To the ob- 
jections to tlic measure Mr Waterhouse re- 
plied that wemb'srs did not remember tlie 
purport of the Bill ; it w.as not to legalise 
inarriiige with the sister of .a deceased wife, 
but to recognise ,as legal marriages contr.aotod 
legally in Great Britain or any British Colo- 
nies. — Dr Pollen replied that to recognise as 
legal, marri;;ges consummated in other Colo- 
nies, wliere the la"iv was different to that of 
New Zealand, would he to encourage breaches 
of the law, by induning persons situated in 
the relationslup contem)jlated to go to one or 
other of the Australian CoUmies, and there 
enter into marriage which might be found 
illegal from imperfect domicils.— On the 
casting vote of the S))caker, the second read- 
ing was fixed for a fortnight bonce. 

In the House nf Ilopresaritatives, upon the 
motion for the reading of the Deceased 
Wife’s Sister Bill, the Premier gave it .as his 
]>riv,ate opinion that the popul.ation of the 
Colony would be injured hv such a measure. 
It was quite true a similar Bill was jiassed in 
other Colonies, but ic was chiefly owing to 
the l.argp anuuint of pressure in individual 
cases. There onglit to he only one law for 
marriage, and it would be quite time enough 
to alter the present law when the Imperial 
Parliament did so. A great deal of misery 
.arose from an iiregular marriage law such as 
the Scotch. He would dissuade members 
from disturbing the society relations of tlie 
Colony. 

Mr Fox looked at the qu'cstion from a dif- 
ferent pmint of view to the Premier. What 
they had tn do was to look at the squire- 
ments of the people, not at any religious as- 
pect of tho case, fl'he question was one that 
could not be subject to individual interference, 
and the Slate had no i‘ight to irlorfere with 
the liberty of tlie subject. Tlie Honsa could 
not have a. better example t^an the House of 
Commons .and other Australian Colonies. It 
was only the preponderarioe of the ecclesias- 
tical element in the Uniise of Lords that pre- 



vented such a Bill from becoming the law . 
England. 

Mr O’Neil moved that the Bill bo read a 
tiiird time that day six months. 

A division Was then called for, the result 
being i For tlve Bill, 24 ; against it, 17.- Tim 
Bill was then passed. 

Mr Pyko asked the Premier whether tlia 
riovei’ninent had advised the disallowance of 
the Otago Gold Duty ilepayinent Ordinance; 
if BO, whether it has any objection to lay 
upon the table a statement of the ground 
upon wliich the disallowance had been ad- 
vised I 

The Premier said the reason the Otago 
Gold Duty Repayment Ordinance was disal- 
lowed was becaiise it coiuaiued no provisions 
for preventing gold produced in other Pro- 
vinces being exported through Otago. 

Mr T, L. Shepherd moved the second read- 
ing of the Gold Mining Bill, upon which, he 
said, a great deal of attention liad been paid, 
lie referred to tlie opposition wliich the Bill 
last year met with from those in the squat- 
ting interest, Ou the suggestion of several 
inenibors, who, altliough not giving their 
grounds of opposition, tho Bill was with- 
drawn. He hoped there would be less oppo- 
sition this year, and those who did oppose it 
would put their reasons on record. The ho- 
nourable member then proceeded to explain 
the principal features of the Bill, which he 
said were mostly identical w'lth the provisions 
of the Bill of last year, though much shorter. 
He might summariaa the contents of the Bill 
by saying that it was merely a consolidation 
of the .present laws upon the subject, with the 
addition of various im£)rovements found 
nece.ssary by those who had considerable ex- 
perience in tile working of the various Acta 
some time past. Not one word of censure 
had been passed upon any provision of the 
Bill, .except in a small agricultural paper. In 
conclusion lie hoped that any opposition to 
the Bill would be displayed on the floor of 
the House, and not in the lobbies, nor in the 
streets of Wellington, and other unusual' 
places. 

Mr Pyke seconded the Bill with pleasure, 
liecause it was a groat improvement on' the ' 
Sill of last session, iaasiniich as it was simpler 
and less cumbrous, and, no doubt, when 
•imendedin Cimimittee, it would prove a great 
boon to tho mining communities of the 
Colony. 

Jlr O’Rorke said tlie Government approved 
of the measure as far as it went, because it 
consolidated various laws relating to the 
Goldfields, and on that account he considered 
It a Bill to which they were to some extent 
committed. 

Mr White, though unaware of any demand 
forthe measure in the district lie'rejiresented, 
■VKiild give his tacit support to the second 
reading. 

Jir ,) . C. Brown had no wish to oppose the 
Bill, which he believed \v.as an improvement 
on the Bill of last year, which the H(juse for- 
tunately did not pass. He had no doubt that 
the Bill would receive a searching investiga- 
tion at the hands of the Goldfields Comaiittee. 

The second reading was agreed to. 



The }rakatip Mail contains the folio-wing 
telegram in reference to the Gold Mining 
Bill 

Mr Shepherd’sMiningBill has been carried 
on tho second reading, J, C. Brown only op- 
posing it. 

Pyke supported the Bill, and promised to 
aisisr, in passing it through the Goldfields 
Ciimmlttee. 

J. C. Brown said that the Bill was not 
wanted, and quoted Healy’sspeeeli, at -Irrow- 
toivn, and tlieProvinoial Council Committee’s, 
both of whom Shepherd censured for their 
conduct, stating that they rvere not worthy 
of attention by the House. He gave Brov'ii 
a*3vere castig;ition, and laughed at the irlea 
of J. C. Brown pretending to represent any- 
one but himself, and that his mischievous 
lobbying or luisrepresentations had assisted 
in pi'cventiug the Bill passing last session. 

During the speech, tl;e House indulged in 
loud laughter at Brown’s expense, who looked 
the picture of confusion, and immediately 
afterwards went away. 

It is expected tliat the Bill will pass 
through the Lower House, butthatthe squat- 
ting party in the Council will oppose it. 



Grold Duty Repayment OriJinance. 

Tlie Star contains the following copy 
(tclegr.aplied to them from Wellington) of 
Dr Pollen’s letter to the Provincial Govern- 
ment, re the above Ordinance ; — 

“ I have the honor to inform you that the 
Governor h'ts disnllowed the Repavment Ordi- 
imiicc. His Excclluncy has been advised to take 
that course because there did not appear to be 
sTiliioient provision in the Bill to prevent the re- 
payment of gold duty being niaifc forgoh', the 
produce of otliei- I’roviiioes, being shipped from 
Otago. Altliough the second section of the bill 
refers to gold a.s being the produce of Otago, the 
third section requires yimr Honour to be satisfied 
with proof only of the gold being shipped from 
tho I'nivinoe. Thus, ■ indueements would ho 
offered to transmit to Otago for sliipmeiit gold 
produced in other Provinces, causing a loss to 
their revenuo. 1 1 may be doubtful whether any 
provision for giving a bonus on gold shipped 
could bo hedged round w'itb sufficient prohibition 
to protect the intero.sts of other Provinces, but 
provision ought to be made for allowing a bonus 
directly to miners ou their satisfying tho Warden 
or other anihnjfised officer that they obtained 
the gold within .any district, and forwarded it to 
the Coast for sUi])iuent. A aieasure of that 
kind, while answering the purpose of the Ordi- 
nance lately made by the Ctago Provincial Coun- 
cil. woulil 'hc free frnm>the great ohjection to 
which I have referred, as well as from another 
which might be urged against it ; that of being 
in appoarancG an uncoiistitutioiial intcricrcDeo 
with anthn "kicd taxation.”

.DUNEDIN -LABOUR MARKET- 

Mr John Skene, of the Dunedin Labour 
Exchange, reports as follows for the week 
ending July 22 : — 

The horrid winter weather lias put a com- 
plete stoppage on business of all kinds, the 
labour market included. Our new arrivals 
have not certainly got a very favourable first 
impression of Otago, As many of them, say, 
they thought the snow was all left behind them 
in' the Old Country. It will be pretty hard 
times with most of the new arrivals for a bit, 
until the weather clears up, and until tlie 
winter is over, especially as so many of them 
are so unsuited for life outside achy. There 
are very few remarks made about the Caro- 
line’s passengers now ; very likely, as is too 
often done, the whole shipment was black- 
balled for a few black sheep. Lots of good 
married farm people are in a fix for a place 
1Io put their children in, Dunedin is crammed 
to the door, hotels and all. 1 would advise 
all the settlers to have snug huts for such ; 
it will pay. Wages have been as follows of 
late : — Shepherds, £60 to £65 ; ploughmen 
the same ; if married, £75 to £80. Girls get 
£36 to £45 ; housekeepers, barmaids, and 
cooks, 20s. per week. The building trade is 
dull. Day labourers are half idle ; but as 
the weather is to be blamed in the matter, it 
will soon right itself, and all will go smoothly 
shortly.

A reference to the ever- 
growing figures in the monthly escorts from 
Clyde might have suggested to our correspondent 
that at an early date some 'such inexorable deci- 
sion would have been hit upon, in favour of such 
a richly auriferuus field as the Clyde, But now 
think of the happy surprise that is soon to over- 
take our correspondent and his friends ! Think 
of what a holiday appearance the West End of 
the town will show, when it is-known that the 
old New Zealand Bank is to be put in trim order 
as an office, and Dr .Shaw’s late place of busi- 
ness as a private residence, for the Goldfields 
Secretary ! When the tenders are called for by 
the Government, what a flatter of joyful expec- 
tation to the artists, decorators, and tradesmen, 
to find that the lowest tender will not necessarily 
be received, but that local talent will in all esses 
have the preference ! With a fireproof apart- 
ment for the safe custody of official records, and 
due prepiration for a goodly staff of clerks and 
assistants, Clyde has a new history to begin, and 
our correspondent new matter for Criticism and 
comment, As sailors never look down an empty 
hatchway for the North Pole, so tho diggers 
must look elsewhere than to fever-stricken. God- 
forsaken Cromwell fur the Seeret.ary from whose 
appointment and residence in their midst they 
expected so much, but (if the arrangement 
sketched above be carried into effect) are hence- 
forth to receive so little.

QUARTZ REEF POINT. 

To the E<}iior of the Cromwell Arous. 

Sib, — Quartz reefing having become an impor- 
tant branch of mining imlustry in this district, 
and the one, in ail probability, on which Crom- 
well in a few years will chiefly depend, it is a 
matter of surprise that Quartz Reef Point has 
been entirely ignored in this particular. As 
maj- he inferred from the name, Quartz Reef 
Point is dotted over with reefs, several of which 
arc well defined and can bo traced for miles ; yet 
up to this date not one has been prospected to 
the depth of four feet ; and this, with the ex- 
cejitiun of superficial surface-scratching and the 
occasional breaking of a few stones from reefs 
tlist have been bared by sluicing parties, is all 
that has been done to test the value of reefs in 
whose., immediate neighbourhood rich alluvial 
deposits of the precious metal have been found. 

Perhaps (1) these few remarks may have the 
effect of arousing the Cromwellites ; for, though 
as a rule they are what may he termed smart 
men, to ray mind in this instance they have dis- 
played a lamentable indifference to their own 
interests, or they would have taken some steps

NOMINATION OE COUNCILLOES. 

The nomination of one Councillor for each 
of the three W.ards of the town, and of Audi- 
tors, took place on Friday last, the 24th inst. 
The hour of nomination was 12 o’clock, and 
the place the Town Hall.

To the Editor of the Cromwell Arous. 

SiR,~Having promised many friends in 
your district an account of the Northern 
Territoiy, I beg permission to do so through 
your columns, and herewith forward a few 
facts that may not be uninteresting to your 
general readers. 

I left your district last June, and arrived 
here on the -25th of Last July, after an agree- 
able passage. I. shall therefore soon have 
resided here' the four seasons of the year, 
and consequently can give an opinion on tho 
prospects, climate, and drawbacks of the 
■ country. 

I Consider the climate very healthy, for 
its latitude. The fever spoken of is more 
due to carelessness and indifferent living, and 
re.'illy is not more prevalent or fatal than low 
, and colonial fever experienced in the more 
i southern .latitudes. The country is well 
watered, and in some parts well timbered. 
In all parts, there is sufficient timber for 
common purposes. Vegetation is luxuriant 
and rapid. The most unpleasant and hottest 
months of the year _^are from October to 
Marcli, during which months we receive about 
70 inches of rain. Fish abound in every 
stream ; game plentiful, but only in certain 
localities ; mosquitoes, marsh flies, and snakes 
too plentiful for the comfort of man or beast. 
Thera is a great deal of good land, that will 
produce nearly all kinds of vegetables, and 
many fruits, besides those incident or indige- 
nous to tropical climates. The country 
abounds in minerals ; and there is not a 
I place known on the face of the globe where 
gold is so generally diffused through quartz 
as here. In spite of the many failures of 
compauies, 1 am certain that the Northern 
Territory is destined to become a great gold- 
producing country. The richest reef yet 
discovered is the Union, in the vicinity of 
Pine Creek, but I could name scores I should ; 
like to possess an interest in, either in Mel- ■ 
bourne or Now Zealand. Good alluvial has 
been found at Pine Greek, the Union, and 
Sandy Creek ; but it is all reef gold, either 
honeycombed, mixed witli quartz, or oxi- 
dized with iron. Sandy Creek is at present 
attracting great attention. 'The gold i.s 
rough,— from ^dwt. to ICuz. pieces, and I 
can assure you it is no uncommon occurrence 
for parties to divide their gold with a panni- 
kin, instead of weighing. At the Union, tho 
gold is finer and cleaner. Labour of an in- 
different kind is at £4 per week, with board, 
tobacco, ifcc., and not to be had at that. 

It is a diabolical assertion or statement 
made by some that Europeans cannot work 
here ■ I am confident that for the twelve 
months round, men can perform eighty per 
cent, of what can be performed in any other 
climate, without injury to health or consti- 
tution. 

The population has thinned down tremen- 
dously from a variety of circumstances ; but 
this di-y season I am of opinion will create a 
reaction. March and April are the advisable 
months to arrive here, as you then have eight 
or nine months before you without any dead 
time. 

_ There is one thing 1 have omitted to men- 
tion. The nights are always cool, oonse- 
quently yonr rest is never broken. Should 
the place go ahead, as I believe it will, all’ 
kinds of trades and callings will be extremely 
well paid. The weather now, and for the 
next two months, is as cool as anyone could 
desire, and are called the fever months, due 
to the south-easterly monsoons coming off 
1 the land. 

I For all the advantages that may be obtained 
] here, I would not recommend any per.son 
I throwing np lucrative husiness or eraploy- 
! ment in so salubrious a climate as Otago, or 
j any country where life is so enjoyable as it 
I is in New Zealand, where I may probably 
; return to yet to settle for good, 
j Trusting the.se lines may be interesting to 
j yourself and readers,— I am, &c., 
i Thos.

Tlic 
line ought to bi* finished by the 1st of Se|i- 
temher, 1875, but the whole of this work de- 
pended on the completion of ths Glenore 
tunnel. On the Clutha to Mataura lino, the 
only work actually in hand was the large 
bridge over the Clutha river, but it was in- 
tended to call for tenders for the section be 
I tween Mataura and Clutha as soon as possible.

The Rivertau correspondent of the Daily 
HHmu tells the : following story After 
sending off my last letter, this day week, a 
very sad and serious affair occurred at the 
ever-notorions Waimstuku;; Greek. . . A Mr 
Roderiqiie, "one of our .oldest residents, who 
gets a, living for himself and family by ply- 
ing k'boat between this and Orepuki, has had 
for some time a daughter, in the Invercargill 
Hospital. . She' was 'only about seventeen 
years^ -of 'age, ' and has long been suffering 
from some internal disease, accompanied by 
rheuiiiatic feter. After tlie Hospital faculty 
had done all tliey could for her, she was pro- 
nounced incurable, So Mrand Mrs Roderique 
went , to ■ Invercargill to . fetch her 'home. 
They procured . a vehicle, ,a pair of horses,' 
and a driver/ and, if I am correctly informed, 
took the poor girlfrom her warm bed, simply 
Tolling her up in blankets, and she lying her 
full length on the seat of the coach, they 
started ^-for her.. ‘ hotoe.-’ ' ■ .ArTived . at ,the 
'Wainiatuku Greek— into -which be appears , to 
have plunged at.tlie right place, and without 
fear — the driver seems tohave lost all control 
both of himself and bis horses. The whole 
affair, as described to me by eye-witnesses, 
was almost heartrending. ■ According to these 
accounts, the horses turned sharp round and 
looked the driver full in the face, as though 
to reproach him for his unskilful handling ; 
the coach settled gradually in the sand ; the 
water came np and thoroughly saturated the 
poor young sufferer 'and her friends alike ; 
and katlyi the craven hearted driver left the 
box, climbed, scrambled, or swam ashore, 
and refused to make any effort whatever to 
assist to saye the lives or property, that had 
unfortunately been committed to his unworthy 
hands. According to the account given me 
by the father of the poor young girl himself, 
the fellow, ran up and down the creek like a 
madman, and neither reproaches, entreaties, 
coaxing; nor threatenings, could induce him 
to put fortli a single effort to remedy the mis- 
chief he had done. All this while the father 
and mother sat up to their middles in water, 
holding their poor dying child, as best they 
could, out of the watfer, she being stCl 
wrapped'up in her already saturated blankets. 
\Vhen I add that the coach was every moment 
settling furtherhnd, further down in the sand, 
and that the day was intensely cold — in fact, 
freezing hard— I heed say no more in extenu- 
ation of the extremely forcible adjectives (ac- 
cording to his own atoount) employed bythe 
enraged father to characterise the conduct of 
the man who, still all unmoved, kept running 
up and down the beach to keep himself warm? 
Fortunately, help came before it was quite 
too late. M'Intyre’s afternoon coach from 
Riverton came to the rescue. The conduct 
of the driver of this coach and all his passen- 
gers— as reported to me— was worthy of all 
praise. ■ They at .once divested themselves of 
wraps, overcoats, &o., some of them wading 
through- the water nearly up to their very 
chins, and finally succeeded in extricating 
the poor girl and her parents from, their 
perilous situation, The wraps, overcoats, 
Ac., were now freely employed by their 
owners, in lieu of the saturated and frozen 
blankets, to wrap up the poor half-dead girl, 
-while the owners of them — some of whom 
were drenched to the very skin— magnani- 
mously took their seats by her aide and did 
all they Could to restore animation. . Thus 
equipped, the whole party went steadily along 
the beach till they met another of M'Intyre’s 
coaches coming from Invercargill. The 
-whole of the unfortunate party were now 
transferred to this return coach, and were as 
r.apidly as possible driven . into Riverton, 
w-hich they reached in s.-sfety without further 
mishap. Tlie poor girl died in her own home' 
the next morning ; she was buried on the 
following Tuesday. This sad affair 1ms pro- 
duced and maintained in our midst a strong 
exiiibition of three distinct classes of feeling 
— 1 st, one of unfeigned pity for t!ie poor girl, 



and sympathy with her family ; 2nd, another 
of admiration, q£ the brave men w|ioi at pe«;- 
stoial risk did all that ineh coulddd under the 
OircumstanceB to save the lives of others ; and 
3rd; one pf utter detestation of 'tKe’ihlmman 
Conduct of the man 'who, caused the disaster, 

I fervently hope he has not yet heard the last 
of it, jbut that he may be aaked to give an ac- 
coiinljof his conduct before a properly con- 
stituted court of enquiry/.’

Rev. Mr. Beecher as a Mimic, 

,' .^Tip other day, says a Now York paper, 

’ Beecher preached upon the _difficulty of ac- 
.qniring correct religion^ i^abite, and the com- ! 
I parative ease of maintaining them- when oiice., 
theyllnive become second nature'.''i-'“ Many: 
look qppn religion,” he' aaid “ as an insurance., 
policjii against fih^floss by ;He. desj 

orihed that sort of rpligion sp fpnfiily that 
the congregation' laughed outright.' ' They 
go tojchurch every Sunday,” he said, pulling 
his epat close around' him, drawing liis face 
dowp dolorously, and rolling top his ^eyes ; 
“thp hymns are doled out to ihem, a good, 
sound, dry sermon is preached to them, and 
the most elegant passage of all is their going 
.but. . They ' attend prayer meetings, too — 
most dismal prayer meetings,” ' Here -his 
lower jaw dropped, more of toe whites of his 
eyes, showed, and his hands were clasped be- 
fore i him.-' “There are some comforting 
things in Greenwpod, but hone in one of 
those prayer meetings. They go through the' 
'exercise solemnly, and toe brethren , tty to 
say something— they do say toe same things 
they have been saying twenty' years., Then, 
the services , are ent mercilessly short, . and 
they go gloomily home.” . After describing 
true religion as . something' independent of 
forms and catechisms, Beecher illn3trate4^he 
process of its practical acquirement. He held 
an invisible fiddle, fingering the strings with 
one hand, drawing toe bow with the other, 
and adjusting the imaginary instrument 
under his chin, while he said — “Have you 
ever seen a hoy trying to learn toe fiddle ? I 
don't wonder that they call those strings oat- 
gut. 1 should say that the spirits of all the 
dead old cats were in them. But when the boy 
masters it—,” stopping short, he commenced 
to fiddle gracefully, like' a good violinist. 
Then’ he showed, how a man learns to set 
type, the desk famishing the case from 
which he slowly and awkwardly carried the 
letters to a suppositions composing stick, 
spelling out audibly s-h-a-d. When the con- 
gregation had stopped laughing, be gave the 
rapid motions of the same man after his 
trade had been learned. “ I was taught 
elocution,” he said, •' although you might 
not think it. I was . drilled in all its ges- 
tures." He made the' prescribed gestures, 
and struck the attitudes in rapid and awkward 
succession, and then did. toem gracefully, in 
the style of a spea,ker ,to, whom they had be- 
come habitual and unrestrained. “ When 
we try to be graceful,” he said, “ we can’t be. 
All those things come by long and persistent 
usage, and then without thought. In the 
country, where a bare board six inches wide 
is laid in'the mud, 'a man will walk it .without 
effort, and never step off./ Taking his place 
at one side of the pliitforin, he walked easily 
in an exact line to the other aide, with his 
hands in his pockets and his eyes 'wandering 
carelessly. “Now,” he went bn, “put that 
board at a height of fifteen feet, and not one 
man in a dozen can walk toe length of it 
without falling off." Taking his position as 
before, he fixed his eyes in front of him as 
though on the elevated board, looked scared, 
and commenced the imaginary passage. 
Wavering and balancing, with his arms ex- 
tended, he with difficulty got half way across 
and then stumbled as tliough falling. The 
people laughed out loud at the elaborately 
perfect pantomime. The greatest hit, how- 
ever, was toe droU mimicry of a miser who 
resolves upon reform, and began by releasing 
a mortgage on a poor man’s farm. ; The 
counterfeit severity of toe miser in demand- 
ing payment, the fright of tlie debtor, the 
blandness of toe miser in presenting toe can- 
celled document, and the joyous antics of the 
debtor’s wife and children, were all produced 
with the skill of a ' trained comedian. Fi- 
nally, when Beecher, as the reformed miser, 
with a benevolent smile on his face, mounted 
his horse and rode off, bending his parted 
knees and swaying his body in exact imita- 
tion of a rider, and cutting behind with an 
imaginary whip, eveiybody laughed until the 
tears came.
